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Report  of  the  Qorresponding  3ecretary' 
presented  to  the  /\ssociation 
january  14th,  1895. 

To  supplement  the  detailed  statistics  of  the  different  depart- 
ments, the  Executive  Committee  deems  it  desirable  to  present, 
to  the  Association  and  its  fostering  friends,  a  general  survey  of 
the  w^ork.  Here  attention  may  be  called  to  new  projects  or 
changes  of  plan,  as  well  as  to  general  or  special  growth  ;  men- 
tion may  be  made,  if  need  be,  of  curtailment,  and  the  reason  for 
it,  and  of  the  pressing  necessities  of  the  work  ;  and  here  may  be 
reverently  recounted  the  joys  and  sorrows  of  the  year. 

It  is  a  notable  cause  for  thankfulness  that,  while  many  benevo- 
lent societies  have  been  compelled  by  the  financial  stress  to  en- 
dure and  to  inflict  the  hardship  of  discharging  valued  officials 
and  reducing  salaries,  this  Association  has  providentially  been 
enabled  to  avoid  that  necessity,  and,  by  dint  of  constant  care 
and  prudence  and  some  sacrifice,  to  maintain  its  work  without 
serious  abridgment. 

It  is  one  of  the  chief  pleasures  of  this  mutual  work  of  women 
for  women,  that  it  inspires  all  whom  it  engages  in  its  laborious 
details  with  an  enthusiasm  for  helpfulness,  and  reveals  to  them 
that  higher  law  of  love  which  "  makes  drudgery  divine."  No 
one  can  thoughtfully  join  in  the  Christian  work  which  centres 
under  this  roof  without  being  devoutly  thankful  for  the  privilege 
of  helping  in  so  blessed  a  ministry. 

The  memorial  page  records  the  death  in  1894  of  5  Associate 
Members.  The  death  of  Mr.  Elbert  B.  Monroe,  a  member  of 
the  Advisory  Board,  is  the  subject  of  a  special  minute. 

The  only  resignation  from  the  Executive  Committee  has  been 
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that  of  Miss  Beach,  occasioned  by  her  marriage  and  removal 
from  town.  Miss  Beach  (now  Mrs.  Johnson)  was  one  of  the 
original  incorporating  members  of  the  Association,  and  the  first 
and  only  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee.  The  Executive 
Committee  deeply  regrets  this  loss  of  a  member  whose  presence 
and  advice  were  always  highly  valued. 

Renewed  obligation  is  felt  to  the  members  of  the  Advisory 
Board  for  their  kind  services,  and  especially  to  Mr.  J.  M.  Cor- 
nell, the  President  of  the  Board,  for  his  constant  advice  in  many 
practical  details  of  management  ;  also  to  Mr.  Cephas  Brainerd, 
the  legal  adviser  of  the  Association,  for  his  wise  and  ready 
counsel. 

Mr.  C.  C.  I  line,  of  Newark,  merits  recorded  thanks  for  his 
beautiful  illustrated  lecture  on  the  World's  Fair,  given  in  the 
Hall,  on  January  13th,  for  the  benefit  of  the  treasury  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Century  Company  for  its  gen- 
erous loan  of  fifty  valuable  and  beautiful  framed  drawings,  the 
work  of  leading  artists  in  black  and  white  and  the  originals  of 
illustrations  which  have  appeared  in  the  Ce?itury  Magazine. 
These  have  been  a  great  adornment  to  the  walls  of  the  Parlor, 
and  have  given  constant  delight  to  its  visitors,  not  only  by  their 
beauty  and  their  technical  value  to  art  students,  but  as  a  stimu- 
lus to  intelligent  discussion  of  their  subjects  and  interested  ref- 
erence to  the  text  illustrated  by  them. 

The  many  appreciative  notices  of  the  city  press  should  be 
mentioned  with  thanks. 

To  numerous  kind  friends  the  Association  is  indebted  for 
benefits  unrecorded,  and  in  some  cases  anonymously  bestowed. 
For  all  these,  and  for  every  helpful  word  and  deed,  thanks  are 
hereby  rendered,  not  in  proportion  to  the  magnitude  of  the  gift 
or  service,  but  in  more  righteous  ratio  to  the  good-will  of  the 
giver. 

THE  BIBLE  CLASS 

has  held  its  regular  Sunday  afternoon  sessions  with  a  usual  at- 
tendance of  about  500  women.    Miss  Doheny,  the  Chaplain  of

the  Association,  has  happily  been  able  to  conduct  the  services, 
while  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  taught  by  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Knowles,  and  all  who  have  attended  will  gladly  testify  how  in- 
spiring and  helpful  the  teaching  has  been. 

The  festivals  of  Easter  and  Christmas,  and  also  Thanksgiving 
Day,  were  celebrated,  as  usual,  by  specially  attractive  services. 
At  the  Easter  service  Mrs.  Beebe  taught  the  lesson  to  the  hun- 
dreds of  women  who  filled  the  Hall.  The  throng  overflowed 
into  the  Parlor  and  the  Employment  Room,  where  Mrs.  Knowles 
and  Miss  Van  Marter  taught  the  respective  lessons.  There  were 
present  1,330  women,  each  of  whom  received  a  beautifully  bound 
copy  of  Mrs.  Ewing's  "  Story  of  a  Short  Life,"  the  gift  of  an 
always  thoughtful  member  of  the  Executive  Committee.  After 
the  service^ a  party  of  the  United  Workers  went  to  carry  flowers 
to  the  New  York  Hospital,  and  they  were  asked  to  go  into  some 
of  the  wards  and  sing  Easter  hymns,  thus  sharing  their  Easter 
joy  with  souls  less  favored  than  themselves. 

The  personal  word  with  the  Chaplain  and  her  helpers,  at  the 
close  of  each  session  of  the  Bible  Class,  has  been  an  opportunity 
forgiving  cheer  and  Christian  comfort  to  many  women  who  have 
sorely  needed  the  touch  of  a  strong,  kind  hand,  and  the  sound 
of  a  friendly  voice.  The  care  for  sick  members  of  the  Class, 
the  Travellers'  Aid  and  Fresh  Air  Work,  and  the  Tuesday  even- 
ing devotional  meetings,  have  also  been  personally  directed  by 
Miss  Doheny. 

It  may  be  well  to  repeat  here  what  has  so  often  been  stated, 
that  the  utmost  care  is  taken  that  this  Bible  Class  shall  in  no 
sense  assume  to  take  the  place  of  the  Christian  Church.  The 
Class  stands,  rather,  as  a  porch  or  door  of  entrance,  through 
which  they  who  are  passing  by  on  the  world's  paths  are  invited 
to  take  their  way  to  the  divinely  established  Household  of  Faith. 
Many  a  woman,  attracted  to  the  Class  through  the  educational 
or  other  departments  of  the  Association,  or  by  invitation  of 
some  friend,  being  found,  upon  personal  acquaintance,  to  have 
no  Church  ties  or  to  be  drifting  away  from  those  she  has  had, 
has  been  influenced  and  persuaded  to  form  lasting  relations  with 
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one  branch  or  another  of  the  Church  universal,  being  personally 
commended  to  the  care  of  the  minister  whom  she  chooses. 

THE  SOCIETY  OF  UNITED  WORKERS 

is  an  organization  of  self-supporting  women  who  are  members 
of  the  Bible  Class,  and  Miss  Doheny,  the  Chaplain  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, is  the  President  of  the  United  Workers.  Under  her 
direction  they  make  known  to  friends  and  strangers  the  advan- 
tages of  the  Association,  invite  them  to  the  Bible  Class  and  to 
Church  services,  visit  the  sick,  and  do  an  extensive  and  admir- 
able work  in  the  pleasant  Parlor  of  the.Association.  During  the 
summer  evenings,  by  their  instrumentality,  the  Building  is  the 
scene  of  a  blessed  activity.  The  large,  cool  rooms  are  a  com- 
fortable gathering-place  for  hundreds  of  women  and  girls,  where 
they  may  enjoy  the  friendly  chat,  music  and  games,  or  the 
dainty  needlework  in  which  one  guest  instructs  another. 

A  summer  course  of  instruction  is  furnished  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Education  and  Entertainments  under  the  name  of  "  Vaca- 
tion Circles,"  for  which  competent  teachers  are  provided.  The 
branches  taught  are  Bible  study,  millinery,  fancy  work,  musical 
drill,  and  singing.  There  is  also  a  Friday  evening  talk  in  the 
Hall  on  a  literary,  historical,  or  other  interesting  subject. 

In  the  hot  evenings,  when  people  are  driven  from  their  sultry 
houses  to  the  comparative  coolness  of  the  parks  and  squares,  a 
trusted  company  of  the  United  Workers  will  go  forth  and  min- 
gle with  the  young  girls  who,  in  this  unconventional  out-of- 
door  life,  are  so  apt  to  grow  noisy  and  bold.  These  are  re- 
spectable hard-working  girls,  but  their  restless  vivacity  needs 
to  be  fed  in  fresher  fields  than  those  which  lie  nearest  them. 

In  the  summer  of  1894  the  United  Workers,  in  this  and  other 
ways,  brought  into  the  Parlor  840  new  girls,  interesting  them 
in  the  innocent  pleasures  they  could  offer  them,  and  introducing 
them  to  all  the  social,  mental,  and  religious  advantages  of  the 
Association. 

This  devoted  service  of  the  United  Workers  makes  possible  a 
ministry  which  could  hardly  be  accomplished  without  them, 
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and  the  Association  blesses  more  and  more  the  tie  that  binds 
them  to  it  in  Christian  love. 

THE  MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE 

reports  a  considerable  gain  in  Active,  Associate,  Life,  and  Hon- 
orary Members. 

It  is  desirable  that  Active  Members  should  always  bear  in 
mind  that  part  of  Section  i  of  Article  III.  of  the  Constitution, 
which  makes  it  a  part  of  their  duty  V  to  extend  the  work  of  the 
Association — by  increasing  its  membership." 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION  AND  ENTERTAINMENTS, 

in  its  Class  Ilepartment,  conducts  a  work  which  appeals  no  less 
to  the  strict  utilitarian  than  to  the  more  contemplative  observer 
whose  imagination  discerns  the  ultimate  elevation  of  character 
to  be  expected  from  what  is  apparently  but  a  well-organized 
effort  to  impart  or  increase  bread-winning  power. 

During  the  year  1894,  in  the  free  day  and  evening  classes,  and 
under  the  best  teachers,  2,004  girls  and  women  studied  the  vari- 
ous art  and  business  branches,  choir  music,  cooking,  general 
literature,  and  physical  culture. 

It  is  always  gratifying  to  observe,  as  the  term  progresses,  the 
improvement  of  the  pupils  in  intelligent  interest  in  their  studies, 
in  mental  poise  and  grasp  and  clearness,  in  courteous  considera- 
tion for  each  other,  and  in  general  tone  and  attitude,  all  of 
which  clearly  results  from  their  mutual  and  well-directed  pur- 
suit of  a  worthy  and  well-chosen  object,  aided  by  the  other 
privileges  offered  them  in  the  Building,  of  which  they  eagerly 
avail  themselves. 

The  classes  of  the  Association  are  exclusively  for  self-support- 
ing women,  and  the  ruling  plan  is  to  furnish  the  newest  and  best 
helps  to  speedy  or  increased  earning  power  ;  to  keep  abreast  of 
the  demand  for  new  employments  ;  and  to  use  methods  and 
change  methods  so  as  best  to  develop  both  ability  and  char- 
acter in  the  students. 

A  very  popular  new  class  is  the  afternoon  class  in  the  use  of 
water-colors,  with  special  reference  to  salable  decorated  articles, 
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such  as  fans,  picture  mats,  etc.  This  has  proved  so  remunerative 
to  the  pupils  that  the  Committee  would  like  to  be  able  to  satisfy 
the  demand  for  more  classes. 

While  many  of  the  class-rooms  are  uncomfortably  full,  some 
of  them  are  entirely  inadequate  to  their  uses.  This  is  especially 
true  of  the  classes  in  Physical  Culture.  With  a  membership  of 
114  and  a  full  waiting  list,  they  have  met  with  an  increasing 
favor  which  proves  that  the  working-woman  is  arousing  to  the 
possibility  of  increased  physical  fitness  for  her  work,  and  propor- 
tionally increased  comfort  and  continuance  in  it.  The  Associa- 
tion constantly  feels  the  need  of  a.  Gymnasium,  conveniently 
located,  and  well  equipped  with  apparatus,  baths,  swimming 
pool,  etc.,  and  with  classes  in  physical  training,  including  nor- 
mal classes  to  furnish  teachers  in  this  line,  which  has  become 
virtually  a  new  industry  for  women.  The  immediate  popularity 
and  usefulness  of  such  an  establishment  would  richly  reward  the 
fortunate  person  or  persons  who,  having  the  means,  should  have 
also  the  desire  to  supply  this  great  want. 

The  Association  is  indebted  to  Miss  Helen  Gavit,  a  well- 
known  and  cultivated  teacher,  who  has  generously  given  her 
valuable  services  for  an  evening  class  in  General  Literature, 
which  has  proved  very  attractive  and  successful. 

The  Cooking  Classes  have  been  placed  under  the  direction  of 
this  Committee,  while  they  remain  in  the  special  care  of  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Castree,  who  has,  at  her  own  expense,  fitted  up  a  base- 
ment room  of  the  Building  with  every  convenience  for  the  most 
thorough  instruction  and  demonstration  in  cooking.  This  im- 
portant branch  meets  with  deserved  popularity. 

The  Annual  Commencement  of  all  the  classes,  including  those 
of  the  Needlework  Department,  was  held  in  the  evening  of  May 
21st,  with  about  600  graduating  pupils  present.  The  opening 
exercises  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mcllvaine,  and  a  most 
eloquent  and  helpful  address  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vib- 
bert. 

Mrs.  Beebe~presided,  and  conferred  the  diplomas  and  certifi- 
cates, with  a  brief  address.  The  music  was  very  acceptably  fur- 
nished by  the  class  in  Choir  Music. 
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On  the  following  day,  called  "  Students'  Day,"  the  pupils 
were  allowed  to  invite  their  friends  to  an  exhibition  of  their  work 
arranged  in  the  class-rooms,  and  over  2,200  people  attended. 

This  Committee  has  charge  also  of  the  free  evening  entertain- 
ments for  self-supporting  women,  given  once  each  month  in  the 
Hall,  at  the  expense  of  members  and  friends  of  the  Committee. 
The  high  standard  maintained  is  shown  by  the  list  given  with 
the  statistics. 

THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

reports,  for  the  Free  Circulating  Library,  a  steady  increase  in 
circulation  and  in  the  appreciation  of  the  readers,  who  now  num- 
ber 4,807. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  Committee's  year  has  been 
the  resignation  of  the  Chairman,  Miss  Beach,  whose  marriage 
and  consequent  departure  from  New  York  took  her  from  an 
office  which  she  alone  had  held  from  the  original  formation  of 
the  Committee.  This  is  a  loss  deeply  regretted  by  the  Associa- 
tion, as  well  as  by  the  Library  Committee,  whose  members  most 
fully  realize  that  to  her  devotion  and  discriminating  care,  to 
her  admirable  fitness  of  mind  and  her  wisdom  of  administration, 
are  mainly  due  the  consistent  progress  of  the  Library  and  its 
creditable  standing  among  other  libraries. 

From  the  score  of  volumes  which  in  1870  formed  the  modest 
nucleus,  the  Library  has  grown,  under  the  same  zealous  Chair- 
man, to  its  present  numbers  of  21,615  books  for  circulation,  1,282 
books  of  inference,  108  periodicals  in  the  Reading  Room,  and 
490  art  studies  for  circulation. 

Among  the  successive  features  of  the  Library's  growth  have 
been  the  employment,  for  Librarians,  of  graduates  of  the  Library 
School,  the  adoption  of  the  decimal  system  of  classification,  the 
card  catalogue  of  authors  and  titles,  the  accession  book,  the  de- 
partment of  art  studies,  the  music  library,  the  foreign  library, 
and  the  various  thoughtful  helps  to  readers,  all  of  which  will 
reward  examination. 

Mrs.  Ward,  formerly  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  has  been 
appointed  Chairman,  and  enters  upon  the  work  with  ability  and 
enthusiasm. 
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During  the  year  the  Library  has  applied  for  and  received  an 
annual  allowance  from  the  public  library  money  of  the  State, 
which  is  granted  on  the  approval  of  the  Regents  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  State  of  New  York,  upon  the  report  of  their  official 
inspector  that  any  free  public  library  in  the  State  conforms  to 
the  required  standard  as  to  quality  and  quantity,  as  to  hours  of 
access,  etc.  The  sum  granted  in  this  case  was  $200,  the  largest 
amount  allowed. 

One  of  the  oldest  rules  of  the  Library  work  is  that  no  funds 
from  the  general  treasury  shall  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
books.  Gifts  of  money  and  of  books  are  therefore  always 
needed. 

THE  EMPLOYMENT  COMMITTEE 

has  had  its  largest  year's  business — a  statement  which  is  true 
with  each  recurring  year.  The  workers  in  this  department  have 
always  this  trial  to  contend  with — that  they  come  in  direct  and 
sympathetic  contact  with  so  many  women  who  bear  the  sad  prob- 
lems of  poverty  not  only  in  their  applications  for  employment, 
but  in  their  worn  and  anxious  faces.  This  trying  aspect  of  the 
work  is  of  course  much  mitigated  by  the  pleasure  implied  in  the 
year's  showing  of  2,028  situations  furnished,  but  still  the  number 
of  those  who  would  be  employed  keeps  far  in  excess  of  the  em- 
ployers. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  hard  times,  even  in  departing, 
leave  burdens  of  debt  to  weigh  upon  hearts  which  should  grow 
lighter  with  the  return  of  general  prosperity.  A  conscientious 
practice  of  employing  women  to  do  as  much  as  possible  of  the 
work  which  might  be  done  by  one's  self,  or  even  dispensed  with, 
will  greatly  help  toward  the  actual  coming  of  good  times. 

The  Committee  takes  this  occasion  to  ask  of  all  employers 
the  favor  of  perfect  frankness  in  their  replies  concerning  refer- 
ences. All  such  communications  are  treated  with  the  strictest 
confidence,  and  a  lack  of  candor  disarms  the  department  of 
much  of  its  power  to  protect  the  interests  of  employers  and  of 
worthy  women  seeking  employment. 
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THE  NEEDLEWORK  COMMITTEE 

has  given  great  care,  during  the  past  year,  to  systematizing  its 
day  and  evening  classes,  and  has  arranged  a  thorough  and  com- 
plete progressive  course,  exclusively  for  girls  and  women  study- 
ing for  self-support. 

Fees  are  charged  in  all  the  classes,  but  they  are  so  low  that 
they  are  found  not  to  deter  the  pupils,  who  are,  in  fact,  more 
numerous  than  ever  before,  the  number  for  the  year  being  983. 
Fees  vary  from  $2  for  26  lessons,  in  the  lowest  grade,  to  $12  for 
15  lessons  in  the  classes  in  system  cutting  and  fitting,  this  fee 
including  the  possession  of  the  system  or  diagram. 

The  complete  course  includes,  for  the  first  year,  hand  and 
machine  sewing,  and  draughting,  cutting  and  making  under- 
garments of  all  kinds,  and  children's  dresses,  with  special  in- 
struction in  the  proper  use  of  implements  and  the  treatment  of 
different  materials,  with  a  view  to  perfection  of  fit  and  finish. 
Mending  of  all  sorts  is  included,  with  darning  and  patching  of 
different  fabrics.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  if  the  pupil  passes 
her  examination,  she  may  enter  the  work-room  and  farther  per- 
fect herself  in  the  same  line  of  general  needlework,  or  she  may 
enter  the  dressmakers'  training  class  and  take  the  three  courses 
in  cutting  and  fitting,  with  lining,  finishing,  trimming  and  drap- 
ing. There  are  also  three  courses  in  millinery  and  a  course  of 
ten  lessons  in  feather-curling.  Thus  there  is  full  opportunity 
for  proficiency  in  either  line  chosen. 

In  the  work-room  already  referred  to  orders  are  filled  for  gar- 
ments of  every  kind,  made  under  the  direction  of  a  skilled  fore- 
woman. In  order  farther  to  dignify  and  exalt  this  honorable 
handicraft  of  woman,  the  Committee  has  begun  a  course  of 
talks  in  which  the  artistic  and  historic  aspect  of  needlework  is 
considered.  The  ladies  who  have  kindly  consented  to  address 
the  pupils  are  Mrs.  Beebe,  Miss  Carter,  Mrs.  King,  Miss  Matti- 
son,  Mrs.  Wheeler,  and  Mrs.  Woolman.  Later  on,  for  the  far- 
ther consideration  of  color  and  form  and  their  fitting  combina- 
tions, of  artistic  outline  and  drapery,  and  suitable  and  harmonious 
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costume,  a  class  may  be  arranged  in  designing  models  and 
sketching  them  in  water-color. 

The  Sales  Room  has  a  constant  supply  of  embroidered  and 
painted  articles  and  tasteful  novelties  in  great  variety,  which  are 
sold  for  consignors,  in  all  cases  women  who  are  dependent  upon 
their  work.  The  Order  Department  keeps  a  list  of  competent 
seamstresses,  through  whom  it  can  fill  orders  for  all  kinds  of 
sewing,  mending,  marking,  embroidery,  etc. 

The  customary  Easter  and  Christmas  sales  for  the  benefit  of 
consignors  met  with  fair  success. 

During  the  year  the  department  paid  out  to  consignors 
$4,921.79,  and  to  seamstresses,  §4,926.24. 

THE  BOARD  DIRECTORY  COMMITTEE 

keeps  a  list  of  housekeepers  who  offer  rooms  or  board  for  wom- 
en, in  all  parts  of  the  city  and  at  all  prices,  and  receives  the 
applications  of  women  who  desire  such  accommodations.  Ref- 
erences are  carefully  investigated  in  both  cases  ;  2,837  women 
have  been  thus  located  during  the  year. 

Grace  Hall,  at  Asbury  Park,  the  Association's  seaside  summer 
home  for  Protestant  self-supporting  women  (household  servants 
excepted),  has  had  its  usual  success.  The  rent  of  the  house  was 
again  paid  by  the  same  generous  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  the  income  from  the  345  boarders  was  more  than 
sufficient  to  pay  all  other  expenses.  The  guests  all  testify  to 
having  received  both  happiness  and  physical  refreshment  from 
their  stay. 

In  the  month  of  June  the  Association  received  from  Miss  R.  L. 
Kennedy  the  generous  offer  of  the  use,  for  the  summer,  of  a 
pleasant  and  fully  furnished  house  standing  in  delightful  grounds 
at  White  Plains,  N.  Y.  As  the  need  had  often  been  felt  of  a 
house  which  would  be  available  for  women  who  cannot  bear  sea 
air,  the  offer  was  thankfully  accepted,  and  the  house,  called 
Lenox  Cottage,  was  placed  in  the  care  of  a  special  committee, 
consisting  of  Miss  Odell,  Mrs.  W.  R.  H.  Martin,  and  Mrs.  White- 
law  Reid.    The  result  was  very  gratifying,  38  women  having 
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spent  there  vacations  of  varying  lengths,  paying  low  rates  of 
board,  in  surroundings  exceptionally  attractive. 

For  this  very  welcome  addition  to  its  opportunities,  the  Asso- 
ciation is  deeply  indebted  to  Miss  Kennedy. 

THE  HOUSE  COMMITTEE 

performs  a  most  important  duty  in  the  care  of  the  Fifteenth 
Street  Building,  with  its  varied  uses  and  extensive  machinery. 
The  usual  comfort  and  security  have  rewarded  the  faithfulness 
of  those  upon  whom  this  weighty  responsibility  rests. 

The  House  Committee  asks  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  at- 
tractive and  convenient  Hall  of  the  Association,  well  lighted 
and  heated  and  seating  about  600,  can  be  rented.  This  means 
of  income  may  easily  be  increased  if  members  will  mention  it  to 
their  friends. 

THE  MARGARET  LOUISA  HOME 

of  the  Association,  under  the  able  management  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, Miss  Cattell,  with  her  earnest  and  efficient  assistants, 
has  had  a  year  of  fulfilment  of  its  highest  mission  of  usefulness. 
The  most  painful  duty  which  now  has  to  be  performed  is  to  re- 
fuse eager  applicants  for  rooms  already  filled.  As  many  as  75 
women  have  had  to  go  away  disappointed  in  one  day.  This 
fact,  taken  with  the  hearty  approval  expressed  by  those  who 
gain  entrance,  amply  justifies  the  Home's  beneficent  existence. 

The  summer  of  1894  had  the  busiest  three  months  of  the 
Home's  four  years  of  experience,  1,517  guests  having  been  re- 
ceived in  June,  July,  and  August,  while  the  number  of  guests 
for  the  year  was  5,002,  representing  35,874  nights'  lodging. 

The  year  has  shown  marked  progress  toward  making  the 
Home  self-supporting,  the  deficit  having  been  much  less  than 
in  previous  years.  The  unfailing  personal  care  of  the  founder, 
Mrs.  Shepard,  has  thoughtfully  and  lavishly  provided  improve- 
ments and  supplied  necessities,  enabling  the  Superintendent  to 
furnish  many  details  of  comfort  and  convenience. 

In  the  resident  household  the  pleasantest  home  feeling  pre- 
vails, from  the  highest  official  to  the  humblest  servant.    This  is 
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one  of  the  illustrations,  so  often  met  in  the  Association's  work, 
of  the  consecrating,  gladdening  power  of  a  loving  and  unselfish 
purpose. 

In  the  Restaurant  also  the  great  numbers  have  caused  the 
chief  discomfort.  As  this  is  a  restaurant  for  self-supporting 
women,  whose  time  and  strength  are  alike  valuable,  and  as  it  is 
known  to  those  in  charge  to  be  almost  exclusively  patronized 
by  women  employed  in  the  neighborhood,  the  delay  and  fatigue 
caused  by  overcrowding  at  certain  hours  are  greatly  regretted, 
but  they  are  unavoidable.  It  is  a  cause  of  great  satisfaction  to 
receive  from  the  regular  patrons  of  the  Restaurant,  as  well  as 
of  the  Home,  constant  and  hearty  appreciation  of  their  advan- 
tages and  of  the  efforts  of  their  managers. 

THE  WEST  SIDE  SETTLEMENT 

is  the  successor  of  the  Branch  mentioned  in  previous  annual  re- 
ports. The  Branch,  established  in  January,  1892,  at  1509  Broad- 
way, was  very  successful  in  its  class  work  and  other  results. 
When  the  question  arose,  however,  of  renewing  the  lease  of  the 
house,  it  was  decided  to  take  a  less  expensive  house  in  a  neigh- 
borhood farther  west,  that  this  centre  of  influence  might  be 
located  in  the  midst  of  the  factories  and  houses  where  working 
girls  are  numerous.  Accordingly  the  house  No.  453  West  Forty- 
seventh  Street  was  taken,  and  was  fitted  up  as  a  lodging-house 
for  working-women.  The  name  West  Side  Settlement  was 
chosen,  as  suggesting  varied  agencies  for  good  influence. 

Under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Mears,  the  devoted  Superintendent, 
the  Settlement  has  already  proved  a  real  home  to  the  16  women 
now  boarding  there.  Millinery  classes  are  in  progress,  but  it  is 
as  yet  too  early  to  announce  completed  plans  for  the  work.  It 
is  already  felt,  however,  that  the  Association  has  established  a 
promising  outpost  in  an  important  locality. 

The  arduous  labors  of 

THE  AUDITING  COMMITTEE, 

in  examining  and  comparing  all  accounts  and  bills,  will  be  ap- 
preciated when  it  is  remembered  for  how  large  an  expenditure  this 
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is  done.  But  the  anxiety  and  the  burden  of  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee are  heaviest  in  connection  with  its  work  as 

THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE, 

in  which  it  is  reinforced  by  the  Treasurers,  and  is  confronted 
with  the  hardest  problem  of  the  Association's  existence — how 
to  make  the  income  cover  the  expenses.  With  all  possible 
economy  in  every  department,  the  general  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion required  last  year  over  $40,000.  The  income  from  invested 
funds  was  about  $6,000.  All  gifts,  subscriptions,  and  fees 
amounted  to  about  $24,600.  To  meet  the  unavoidable  expendi- 
ture, a  considerable  sum  was  necessarily  taken  from  certain  funds 
which  the  Executive  Committee  was  at  liberty  to  order  used, 
but  which  it  would  have  preferred  to  add  to  the  present  modest 
endowment  fund.  This  sum  having  been  spent,  the  deficit  in 
future  years  will  not  have  even  that  resource,  but  must  be  met 
in  some  other  way.  To  this  statement  belongs  the  fact  that 
much  of  the.  sum  smoothly  mentioned  as  received  from  subscrip- 
tions and  donations  comes,  not  from  spontaneous  and  regular 
payment,  but  from  persistent  efforts  to  secure  new  members  and 
donors,  and  from  dutiful  and  sometimes  unappreciated  faithful- 
ness in  reminding  members  and  subscribers. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  the  question  of  maintaining  the 
work  in  its  present  condition  and  providing  for  the  growth 
which  is  inevitable  in  all  living  organizations  causes  constant 
anxiety. 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  is  a  special  committee 
which  is  called  to  the  aid  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  occasions 
of  special  perplexity.  Such  an  emergency  was  felt  in  March, 
1894,  that  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  issued  a  circular  stat- 
ing the  situation  and  appealing  for  aid.  A  very  wide  distribu- 
tion of  this  appeal  brought  a  return  of  about  $2,500,  which  re- 
lieved the  immediate  strain,  but  did  not  provide  for  the  summer 
months  of  dearth.  In  December  another  expedient  was  tried, 
when  a  special  committee,  with  Mrs.  Charles  G.  Taylor  as  Chair- 
man, arranged  for  two  performances  of  "  Mrs.  Jarley's  Wax- 
works," securing  the  best  "  Mrs.  Jarley"  to  be  had,  and  gather- 
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ing  a  large  number  of  young  people  who  generously  consented 
to  assist.  The  faithful  and  arduous  labors  of  this  Committee 
were  rewarded  by  two  very  brilliant  entertainments  and  by  a 
financial  return  of  about  $700.  This  sum  would  doubtless  have 
been  much  larger  but  for  the  fact  that  the  Executive  Committee 
forbore  to  authorize  the  very  prevalent  practice  of  sending  tickets 
to  members  of  the  Association,  sending  instead  only  announce- 
ments of  the  entertainments  and  their  object. 

It  may  perhaps  be  concluded  that  the  problem  of  securing 
adequate  and  regular  support  for  this  work,  in  a  community 
where  many  people  are  already  taxing  themselves,  not  merely 
as  far  as  their  consciences  compel,  but  as  far  as  their  duty  to 
themselves  will  allow,  can  best  be  helped  to  solution  in  three 
ways  :  by  so  forcibly  presenting  the  claims  of  the  work  to  the 
benevolent  that  their  approval  and  interest  will  be  spontaneously 
expressed  in  gifts  and  co-operation  ;  by  seeking  out  and  interest- 
ing those  who  are  not  already  deeply  involved  in  works  of  char- 
ity ;  and,  with  both  these  classes,  by  securing  the  promise  of 
bequests — a  benefaction  which  is  sometimes  in  the  power  of  one 
who  cannot  give  proportionate  present  aid.  All  three  of  these 
plans,  to  meet  with  success,  presuppose  each  member's  having 
the  value  and  the  interests  of  the  work  deeply  impressed  upon 
her  heart  and  mind,  and  feeling  keenly  the  responsibility  of  its 
failure  or  success,  comparative  or  entire. 

The  simplest  way  of  interesting  one's  self  and  one's  friends  is 
this  :  Come  yourself  and  bring  your  friends  some  morning  to 
the  Building  ;  go  in  the  elevator  to  the  top  floor  and  see  those 
scores  of  young  girls  at  work  at  their  modelling  and  design, 
their  drawing  of  plant  forms,  casts  or  life  studies,  all  eager  and 
happy,  and  all  learning  lucrative  as  well  as  congenial  self-sup- 
port. Go  on  down  through  the  Building,  finding  everywhere 
young  faces  beaming  with  interest,  young  figures  eagerly  bend- 
ing to  profitable  tasks,  hundreds  of  young  lives  being  formed 
and  equipped  and  protected  in  the  many  ways  enumerated  in 
this  Report.  The  sight  of  the  classes  (which  contained  during 
the  year  3,400  pupils)  never  fails  to  inspire  enthusiasm  ;  in  all 
its  helpful  departments  the  busy  work  is  its  own  best  spokesman,

and  its  appeal  stirs  the  heart  more  strongly  than  can  any  effort 
of  tongue  or  pen. 

Ask  your  friends,  while  their  interest  is  still  fresh,  where  they 
think  curtailment  had  better  begin,  and  they  will  have  an  inkling 
of  the  problem  which  confronts  your  Executive  Committee. 
Shall  the  axe  be  laid  to  the  root  of  any  one  of  these  noble 
growths,  and  of  which  of  them  all,  that  the  rest  may  thrive  bet- 
ter on  the  insufficient  nutriment  ?  Or  shall  the  pruning-knife 
be  applied  to  all,  when  their  flourishing  state  proclaims  that  en- 
riching and  not  cutting  back  is  the  pressing  need  ? 

Will  not,  then,  every  member  of  the  Association,  and  every 
Christian  woman  to  whose  attention  this  Report  may  come,  heed 
the  appeal  it  would  utter?  "Come  and  see"  is  the  entreaty 
your  Executive  Committee  would  leave  with  the  members  and 
the  friends  of  the  Association.  With  the  fine  equipment  at  its 
command,  its  beautiful  buildings,  its  zealous  Active  member- 
ship, its  earnest  and  competent  officials,  it  ought  to  put  forth 
ever-increasing  efforts  for  the  girls  and  women  of  the  city. 

Pervading  and  inspiring  all  the  temporal  advantages  which 
are  here  offered  is  the  earnest  desire  that  many  hearts  and  souls 
may  be  opened  up  to  the  holy  beams  of  the  Love  that  outshines, 
and  yet  illumines  and  sanctifies,  all  earthly  enlightenment.  Re- 
sponsive to  this,  the  spiritual  motive  and  undertone  of  all  the 
work,  shall  there  not  be  heard  an  increasing  voice  of  blessing 
from  all  Christian  people— an  outspoken  assurance  of  sympathy, 
of  intercession,  and  of  help,  both  personal  and  financial  ? 

While  the  air  is  full  of  enthusiasm  for  co-operation,  for  federa- 
tion, and  for  Christian  union,  it  ought  not  to  be  difficult  to  ob- 
tain an  assured  and  universal  support,  by  means  of  regular  gifts 
from  many  hands,  for  a  well-organized  work  in  which  all  Chris- 
tian women,  whatever  their  Church  ties,  may  stand  shoulder  to 
shoulder  with  each  other  and  face  to  face  with  their  toiling 
sisters,  who  have  a  right  to  look  into  their  happy  faces  for  cheer 
and  for  courage.

All  who  attend  will  surely  receive  a 
new  impulse  of  zeal  from  hearing  and  meeting  representative 
workers  from  all  parts  of  this  country  and  Canada. 

Members  and  friends  of  the  Association  are  urged  to  subscribe 
for  the  monthly  publication  of  the  International  Board,  called 
the  International  Messenger.  The  price  is  only  fifty  cents  a  year, 
but  its  existence  depends  upon  the  general  support  of  all  who 
are  interested  in  its  news  of  the  latest  methods  of  Christian  work 
for  women,  and  in  its  valuable  suggestions  from  experienced 
and  successful  workers.

"The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  having  heard  with  sincere  regret  of 
the  death,  on  April  21st,  1894,  of  Mr.  Elbert  B. 
Monroe,  an  earnest  and  valued  friend  of  the 
Association,  and  a  member  of  its  Advisory 
Board,  desires  to  make  permanent  record  on 
the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  deep  sense  of  sorrow  occasioned  by  this  loss. 

Mr.  Monroe  was  one  of  the  ten  original 
members  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Associa- 
tion as  constituted  bjtthe  Act  of  Incorporation, 
passed  April  29th,  1873,  and  was  for  many 
years,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Advisory  Board. 

In  grateful  and  appreciative  remembrance 
of  his  many  years  of  interest,  counsel  and  aid 
in  the  work  of  the  Association,  the  Executive 
Committee  inscribes  upon  its  records  this  me- 
morial minute." 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  was  directed 
to  send  a  copy  of  this  minute  to  the  family  of 
Mr.  Monroe.

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NAME  AND  ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 

This  Association  was  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  April  29,  1873.  On  March  10,  1876,  the  name  of  the  Association  was 
changed  to  "The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of 
New  York." 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  :

§  1.  Caroline  D.  Roberts.  Hannah  S.  Brick,  Julia  C.  Jayne,  Henrietta  E.  Talcot.t,  Margaret  L.  V.  Shep- 
ard,  Sarah  E.  Wendell,  Stella  B.  Lee,  Kate  Oakley,  Olivia  E.  P.  Stokes,  Sarah  B.  Hills,  Margaret  D.  Har- 
per, Mary  Beach,  Louise  F.  Underhill,  Mary  L.  McCready,  Georgiana  B.  Ballard,  Mary  A.  Aitken,  and 
their  associates,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  "The  Young  Ladies'  Christian 
Association  of  the  City  of  New  York."  N 

§  2.  The  object  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  the  improvement  of  the  temporal,  social.'mental,  moral,  and 
religious  condition  of  the  Young  Women  of  the  City  of  New  York,  particularly  of  those  dependent  upon 
their  own  exertions  for  support,  by  procuring  employment  and  safe  boarding  places,  by  Bible  classes,  social 
and  'religious  'meetings,  libraries  and  reading-rooms,  and  such  other  means  and  services  as  may  conduce  to 
the  accomplishment  of  this  object. 

§3.  The  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  an  executive  committee  composed'of  twenty  -four  members, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years,  or  until  others  are  elected.  The  first  executive  committee  shall  consist 
of  the  hereinbefore  named  corporators,  who  shall  hold  office  from  the  first  |Monday  in  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  together  with  eight  other  persons,  who  shall  be  elected  the  last  Monday  in  No- 
vember, eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-tlnee.  The  first  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  at  which  meeting  the  executive 
committee  shall  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three  classes,  eight  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
eight  for  two  years,  and  eight  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  eight  of  such  members  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  last  Monday  of  November  in  each  year,  and  shall  hold  office  from 
the  first  Monday  in  January  next  succeeding  after  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy -four.  The  exec- 
utive committee  shall  be  composed  of  and  chosen  from  persons  in  communion  with  Protestant  evangelical 
churches,  and  representing  at  least  five  denominations,  and  no  more  than  one-third  shall  be  chosen  from  any 
one  of  said  denominations.  All  vacancies  in  the  executive  committee  or  in  the  offices  of  said  committee  shall 
be  filled  as  the  constitution  and  by-laws  direct. 

§  4.  This  Corporation  may  make  such  a  constitution,  and  the  executive  committee  such  by-laws  and  rules 
for  the  regulation  of  its  business,  the  management  of  its  affairs, the  choice,  powers  and  duties  of  its  officers 
and  agents,  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  its  charter  and  the  laws  of  the  State,  excepting  that  the  provisions 
of  its  constitution  declaring  that  the  officers  and  chairmen  of  committees  shall  be  elected  by  the  executive 
committee  out  of  their  own  number,  and  that  all  the  members  of  said  executive  committee  shall  be  members 
in  good  standing  of  Protestant  evangelical  churches,  shall  not  be  altered  or  repealed. 

§  5.  The  body  corporate  created  by  this  Act,  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  advisory  board,  be  capable  of 
taking  by  gift,  purchase,  device  or  bequest,  subject  to  all  provisions  of  law  relating  to  devices  and  bequests 
by  last  wills  and  testaments,  and  holding  and  mortgaging  and  conveying  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the 
uses  of  said  corporation,  but  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  in  value  the  annual  rental  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars.  The  body  corporate  created  by  this  Act,  in  addition  to  the  powers  and  rights  herein- 
before specified,  shall  have  power  to  take,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  advisory  board,  by  grant,  convey- 
ance, gift,  device  or  bequest,  any  real  or  personal  property  to  be  held  in  trust  by  it,  to  found  and  maintain 
professorships,  lectureships,  courses  of  instruction,  educational  classes  and  scholarships,  and  for  any  other 
specific  purpose  comprehended  in  the  general  objects  authorized  by  this  Act.  Said  trusts  may  be  created 
subject  to  such  conditions  and  visitations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor,  and  accepted  by  the 
said  corporation,  and  may  continue  for  such  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which 
they  are  createc".  Morris  K.  Jesup,  Howard  Potter,  Elbert  B.  Monroe,  Jacob  F.  WvckofF,  James  Stokes,- 
Jr.,  Riley  A.  Brick,  Bowles  Colgate,  William  A.  Cauldwell,  Ames  Van  Wart,  and 'Robert  R.  McBurney 
are  hereby  constituted  the  advisory  board,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  advisory  board  the 
same  shall  be  filled  bv  a  majority  of  those  remaining.  All  the  members  of  said  board  shall  be  communicants 
in  good  standing,  and  representing  at  least  five  different  Protestant  evangelical  denominations,  but  not  more 
than  three  shall  be  members  of  any  one  denomination.  No  trust  shall  be  accepted  by  this  corporation,  nor 
any  conveyance,  mortgage,  or  lien  be  created  upon  the  property  owned  by  this  corporation,  nor  any  prop- 
erty be  leased  or  purchased,  or  any  debt  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  in  amount  be  created  except  upon 
the  approval  of  the  advisory  board.  No  intoxicating  drinks  or  strong  or  lager  beer  shall  be  sold  or  used,  or 
gambling  allowed  upon  any  part  of  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  corporation.  The  real  estate  held  by 
the  Association  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  future  debt  or  obligation  of  the  Association,  unless  the  same  shall 
have  been  contracted  with  the  approval  of  the  said  advisory  board. 

§  6.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  this  charter  by  the  Young  Ladies'  Christian  Association,  this  act  shall  take 
effect  and  become  operative  ;  but  persons  holding  office  as  members  of  the  executive  committee,  when  this 
charter  is  accepted,  shall  continue  as  such  until  an  executive  committee  is  formed  and  empowered  to  act  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

§  7.  All  devices  and  bequests  to  said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  "  An 
Act  relating  to  wills,"  passed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  .the  Acts  amending  the 
same.

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PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  members,  desirous  of  promoting  the  temporal,  social, 
mental,  moral,  and  religious  welfare  of  Young  Women,  particu- 
larly of  such  as  are  dependent  upon  their  own  exertions  for  sup- 
port, do  form  ourselves  into  an  Association  for  this  object,  and 
do  hereby  adopt  the  following 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  [. 

NAME  AND  OBJECT. 

Section  i.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  11  The  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York." 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  promote  the 
temporal,  social,  mental,  moral,  and  religious  welfare  of  Young 
Women,  particularly  of  those  dependent  upon  their  own  exer- 
tions for  support,  by  ways  and  means  to  be  hereinafter  desig- 
nated. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MEMBERS. 

Sec.  i.  The  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  divided  into 
four  classes — viz.,  Active,  Associate,  Life,  and  Honorary. 

Sec.  2.  Any  young  woman,  married  or  single,  may  become  an 
Active  Member  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Membership 
Committee,  confirmed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  She  must 
be  introduced  by  an  Active  Member,  and  her  full  name  and  resi- 
dence must  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Membership  Committee,  signed  by  the  member  introducing 
her.  She  shall  have  the  right  of  voting,  and  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  annually,  in  advance,  a  sum  not  less  than  One  Dollar. 
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DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATE  MEMBERS. 

Sec.  3.  Those  who  feel  an  interest  in  the  objects  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, but  are  unable  to  engage  in  its  active  work,  may  become  As- 
sociate Members.  They  must  be  introduced  by  a  member  of  the 
Association,  and  their  full  name  and  residence  must  be  present- 
ed in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee, 
signed  by  the  member  introducing  them.  They  shall  pay  an 
annual  subscription,  in  advance,  of  not  less  than  Five  Dollars  ; 
and  shall  have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Business  Meetings 
of  the  Association,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec  4.  Life  Membership  may  be  constituted  by  a  Donation 
of  Fifty  Dollars — given  at  any  one  time. 

Sec  5.  Honorary  Membership  may  be  constituted  by  a  Dona- 
tion of  One  Hundred  Dollars — given  at  any  one  time. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DUTIES  OF  ACTIVE  MEMBERS. 

Sec  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Active  Members  to  extend  the 
work  of  the  Association — by  increasing  its  membership,  and  by 
raising  funds  for  the  purposes  of  the  Association. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Active  Members  to  attend  the 
monthly  meetings  of  the  Association,  assisting  in  the  business 
of  the  meetings,  and,  at  the  special  November  meeting,  electing 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  also  to  co-operate  with 
the  Executive  Committee,  in  accordance  with  plans  by  it  pre- 
sented, in  seeking  out  young  women  who  stand  in  need  of  the 
help  of  the  Association,  and  becoming  personally  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  such  ;  in  aiding  them  to  procure  suitable  board- 
ing places,  and  to  find  employment  ;  to  secure  their  attendance 
at  Church  ;  also  at  the  Bible-Class  and  religious  meetings  of 
the  Association  ;  and  to  invite  them  to  all  the  social  and  intel- 
lectual advantages  offered  by  the  Association. 

Sec  3.  Active  Members  shall  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to 
serve  regularly  upon  at  least  one,  and  on  not  more  than  two,  of 
the  Standing  Committees  ;  and  shall  seek  to  promote,  by  all 
possible  means,  the  spiritual  prosperity  of  their  own  sex. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  i.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  twenty-four 
Active  Members  of  the  Association,  who  shall  be  communicants 
in  Protestant  Evangelical  Churches,  representing  at  least  five 
denominations,  and  no  more  than  one-third  shall  be  chosen 
from  any  one  of  said  denominations.  They  shall  be  elected  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Association  held  on  the  last  Monday  in 
November,  in  conformity  with  the  provision  of  Section  3d  in  the 
Act  of  Incorporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  from  its  own 
number  all  Officers  of  the  Association  and  Chairmen  of  the 
Standing  Committees.  It  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  its  own  num- 
ber, and  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  and  control  of 
all  the  affairs  of  the  Association.  It  shall  have  authority  to 
make,  adopt,  and  amend  such  rules  and  by-laws  as  shall  by  it 
be  deemed  expedient  for  its  own  government  and  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Association,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  Its  members  shall  serve,  when  needed,  on  any  special 
work  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OFFICERS. 

Sec  1.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  an  Assistant-Treasurer, 
a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  who 
shall  be  elected  annually,  by  ballot  from  and  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year.  Should 
the  first  Monday  fall  on  New  Year's  Day,  then  the  election  of 
officers  shall  be  held  on  the  day  next  following. 

Sec  2.  Should  any  of  the  offices  specified  in  Section  1st  of 
this  Article,  or  any  other  office  hereinafter  at  any  time  created, 
be  or  become  temporarily  or  permanently  vacant,  such  vacancy 
may  be  filled  by  a  three-quarter  vote  of  the  members  present  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  provided  that 
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a  written  notice  of  such  proposed  election" shall  have  been  sent 
to  each  member  of  said  Committee,  at  least  ten  days  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

ADVISORY  BOARD. 

The  Advisory  Board,  as  named  in  Section  5th  of  the  Act  of 
Incorporation,  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  perform  all  the 
duties  incumbent  upon  them,  in  conformity  wj.th  said  Section 
5th  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

MEETINGS. 

.  Sec.  i.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  a  meeting  each 
week,  from  September  1st  to  July  1st,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  By-Laws  prescribe.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  It  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President  during  July 
and  August. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Meeting  of  the  Association  to  pro- 
mote Christian  and  social  intercourse,  and  to  advance  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Association,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  from 
October  to  June  inclusive,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 3  and  Section  4  of  this  Article  for  the  months  of  Decem- 
ber and  January.  At  this  meeting  reports  shall  be  presented 
from  the  several  Committees,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Fif- 
teen members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  special  meeting  of  the  Association  on 
the  last  Monday  in  November,  for  the  election  of  eight  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  (as  provided  in  Section  3d  of  the 
Act  of  Incorporation),  and  every  Active  Member  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  receive  written  or  printed  notice  of  this  meeting  and 
of  the  said  election. 

The  regular  December  meeting  shall  be  antedated,  and  com- 
bined with  this  special  November  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  no  monthly  meeting  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  January,  but  there  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  As- 
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sociation  on  the  second  Monday  of  January,  at  which  the  Annual 
Reports  from  the  President,  the  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretaries,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing 
Committees  shall  be  submitted,  and  such  other  business  as  may 
be  presented  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  All  Meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and 
closed  with  devotional  exercises. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  i.  No  Standing  or  Special  Committees  shall  contract  any 
money  indebtedness  without  a  previous  appropriation  from  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Sec  2.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  several  Standing  Com- 
mittees shall  be  defined  and  limited  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Active 
Members  then  present,  provided  notice  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ments shall  have  been  given  at  a  previous  regular  meeting,  and 
provided,  also,  that  such  proposed  amendments  shall  have  been 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  a  regu- 
lar Meeting  (a  written  notice  of  such  proposed  amendments  hav- 
ing been  given  to  each  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  at 
least  ten  days  previous  thereto),  held  at  least  one  month  pre- 
vious to  the  meeting  of  the  Association  when  such  amendments 
are  acted  on. 

Sec.  2.  Amendments  may  be  proposed  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  If  at  a  regular  meeting  not  earlier 
than  one  month  thereafter,  such  amendments  be  approved  by 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Committee,  they  shall  be 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  a 
vote  may  be  taken  upon  them  at  the  next  succeeding  regular 
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meeting,  when  they  may  be  adopted  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Active  Members  then  present. 

Sec.  3.  But  Article  II.  and  Article  IV.  shall  not  be  altered  nor 
amended  without  the  consent  of  five-sixths  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  signified  by  vote  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing, and  written  notice  of  such  proposed  alteration  or  amend- 
ment shall  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  Committee,  at  least 
ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting  when  such  vote  is  taken. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  i.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  on  Thurs- 
days at  10.30  o'clock  a.m.,  at  such  place  as  it  shall  appoint. 
Sec.  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Prayer. 

3.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Presentation  and  approval  of  bills,  reading  of  letters,  etc. 

6.  Proposal  of  new  members. 

7.  Reports  and  recommendations  of  Committees. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President  and  both  Vice- 
Presidents  from  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  of 
the  Association,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  choose  from  its 
own  number  a  member  who  shall  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Sec  4.  Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  changing 
her  denominational  connection  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned, 
and  the  vacancy  so  created  shall  be  filled  by  the  said  Committee. 

Sec  5.  Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absenting 
herself  for  one  month  from  the  meetings  of  said  Committee, 
without  presenting  reasonable  excuse  to  the  President  and  ob- 
taining leave  of  absence,  shall  be  considered  as  having  resigned 
therefrom,  and  shall  be  notified  accordingly. 

Sec  6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  invite 
to  its  meetings,  for  a  specified  length  of  time  and  for  a  special 
purpose,  the  assistant  Chairman  of  any  Standing  Committee, 
the  Chairman  of  any  Special  Committee,  or  any  former  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  ;  but  the  person  thus  attending 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec  7.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hear  and  consider  the

recommendations  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees 
in  regard  to  the  employment  of  teachers,  clerks,  or  other  offi- 
cials or  assistants,  also  in  regard  to  all  disbursements  for  salaries 
or  other  expenses,  authorizing  the  same  if  approved  and  making 
due  appropriation  ;  and  such  approval  and  appropriation  shall 
be  necessary  before  any  official  or  assistant  is  engaged  or  any 
expense  incurred. 

Sec.  8.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hear  and  consider  all 
matter  which  is  written  for  publication  or  circulation  on  behalf 
of  the  Association  by  any  member  or  official  of  the  Association 
as  such,  endorsing  the  same  if  approved  ;  and  such  approval 
shall  be  necessary  before  such  publication  or  circulation. 

Sec.  9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  with- 
hold any  or  all  of  the  privileges  of  the  Association  from  any 
woman  concerning  whom  it  shall  have  satisfactory  evidence  that 
she  is  unworthy  such  privileges,  or  from  any  woman  who  wil- 
fully disobeys  the  rules,  or  from  any  woman  who  is  known  to  be 
exerting  an  influence  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  aims  of  the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 

THE  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  she  shall  have  the  casting  vote  ;  also  to  call  special  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  written  request  of  not 
less  than  three  of  its  members.  The  President  shall  appoint  all 
special  committees,  and  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  the 
Standing  Committees. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  First  Vice-President  to  act 
for  the  President,  and  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President. 

Sec  3.  In  case  of  the  inability  of  the  First  Vice-President  to 
act  for  the  President,  it  shall  be  her  duty  to  see  that  the  Second 
Vice-Presidentjs  requested  to  act  for  her. 
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DUTIES  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive 
Committee  ;  to  conduct  the  correspondence,  filing  and  preserv- 
ing all  important  letters,  and  retaining  copies  of  all  important 
letters  written  by  her  ;  to  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Association,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  ; 
and  to  notify  members  of  their  election  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  any  office  or  to  the  membership  of  said  Committee. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  take 
the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  preserving  them  in  permanent  form,  and  to 
notify  Active  and  Associate  Members  of  their  election. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  TREASURER. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
funds  for  the  Association,  to  give  receipts  for  the  same,  and  to 
deposit  them  in  a  bank  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

She  shall  keep  a  strict  record  and  account  of  all  subscriptions, 
donations,  receipts  and  expenditures,  presenting  a  report  of  the 
same  to  the  Association  at  each  monthly  meeting,  and  prepar- 
ing an  Annual  Report  for  publication. 

She  shall  keep  the  name  and  residence  of  each  subscriber  and 
donor,  and  shall  inform  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Com- 
mittee of  any  change  in  the  same.  She  shall  also  notify  new 
members  of  their  annual  dues. 

She  shall  pay,  by  her  check  as  Treasurer,  all  sums  appropri- 
ated by  the  Executive  Committee,  upon  presentation  of  bills  ap- 
proved and  endorsed  by  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Treasurer  may  be  assisted  and  represented  in  any  or  all 
of  the  duties  of  her  office  by  the  Assistant-Treasurer,  as  provid- 
ed in  Section  7th  of  this  Article. 

Sec.  7.  The  Assistant-Treasurer  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Treasurer,  assist  in  any  or  all  of  the  duties  of  the  office  of 
Treasurer,  as  described  in  Section  6th  of  this  Article  ;  shall 
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represent  the  Treasurer  at  the  request  of  the  Treasurer  approved 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Executive 
Committee  alone,  and  when  thus  authorized  may  perform  any  or 
all  of  the  duties  of  the  treasurer,  as  specified  in  Section  6th  of 
this  Article  and  subject  to  the  conditions  therein  provided. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary, 
the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Assistant- 
Treasurer,  promptly  to  notify  the  Executive  Committee  of  any 
intended  absence,  and  to  request  the  appoimment  of  a  substi- 
tute to  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  during  such 
absence. 

ARTICLE  III. 

GIFTS  OF  MONEY. 

All  money  for  the  Association  should  be  enclosed  in  an  en- 
velope and  given  to  the  Treasurer  or  Assistant-Treasurer  with  a 
written  statement  of  the  amount,  the  full  name  and  address  of 
the  donor,  the  name  of  the  person  through  whom  it  is  received, 
and  whether  it  be  a  Donation  or  an  Annual  Subscription. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

NEW  MEMBERS. 

Any  member  presenting  a  Candidate  for  Active  Membership 
shall  first  obtain  her  signature  to  the  Membership  form  contain- 
ing Article  III.  of  the  Constitution,  on  Duties  of  Active  Mem- 
bers, and  Article  VI.  of  the  By-Laws,  on  Absence  from  Meet- 
ings, and  shall  send  the  form,  when  filled  out,  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Membership  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  i.  Each  Standing  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  Ac- 
tive Members  of  the  Association,  with  a  Chairman  chosen  from 
and  by  the  Executive  Committee.  The  title  and  work  of  each 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 
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Sec  2.  All  Standing  Committees  shall  be  limited  in  member- 
ship, the  number  of  members  to  be  decided  by  the  respective 
Chairmen. 

Sec.  3.  The  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees  shall  present 
all  important  business  for  the  consideration  of  the  Executive 
Committee  ;  they  shall  obtain  its  approval  before  publishing  or 
circulating  any  reading  matter  on  behalf  of  the  Association  or 
any  department  thereof  ;  they  shall  select  and  engage  all  assist- 
ants necessary  for  their  work,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  shall  secure  its  approval  and  due  ap- 
propriation before  incurring  any  obligation  for  salaries  or  other 
expenditures. 

Sec.  4.  Any  Chairman,  in  case  of  intended  absence  of  one 
month  or  more,  shall  request  the  Executive  Committee  to  ap- 
point a  substitute  to  act  in  her  place. 

Sec.  5.  Any  officer,  except  the  Chairman,  required  by  any 
Committee  shall  be  elected  by  that  Committee  upon  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  Chairman. 

Sec  6.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  make  their  own  Rules 
and  By-Laws,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, and  shall  appoint  their  respective  times  and  places  of  meet- 
ing. 

Sec.  7.  In  the  absence  of  any  special  provision  one-fourth  of 
the  members  of  any  Standing  Committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum  five  members  may  trans- 
act business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

ABSENCE  FROM  MEETINGS. 

Sec.  i.  Active  Members  will  be  notified  of  regular  meetings 
of  the  Association. 

Sec  2.  Any  member  absenting  herself  for  two  months  from 
the  meetings  and  the  work  of  her  Committee,  without  present- 
ing a  reasonable  excuse  to  the  Chairman  and  obtaining  leave  of 
absence,  shall  be  considered  as  having  resigned  therefrom,  and 
shall  be  notified  accordingly. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  Chairman  may  request  the  Executive  Committee 
to  grant  leave  of  absence,  not  exceeding  six  months,  to  any 
member  of  her  Committee  who  purposes  to  resume  her  work  at 
the  end  of  that  time. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee and  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members,  four  from  the 
Executive  Committee  and  five  from  the  Association. 

It  shall  receive  all  names  presented  for  Membership,  and  shall 
recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  acceptance  such 
names  as  the  Membership  Committee  approves. 

It  shall  also  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  the  Active, 
Associate,  Life,  and  Honorary  Members  of  the  Association,  for 
ready  reference  by  the  Association. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  this  Committee  to  in- 
form herself  thoroughly  of  the  work  of  the  Association  in  gen- 
eral, and  of  the  special  work  of  the  respective  Committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  this  Committee  to  meet 
all  candidates  for  Active  Membership  and  explain  to  them  the 
objects  and  aims  of  the  Association,  and  the  work  of  the  differ- 
ent departments  thereof. 

Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION  AND  ENTERTAINMENTS. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  all  social 
and  educational  advantages  offered  by  the  Association  to  self- 
supporting  women. 

It  shall  have  the  management  of  Lectures  and  Entertain- 
ments, and  shall  organize  and  superintend  all  Musical,  Literary, 
and  Industrial  Classes,  other  than  those  provided  for  in  Article 
XI.,  and  shall  select  and  engage  all  teachers  and  other  assistants 
therefor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

LIIJRARY  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  a  Free  Cir- 
culating library  for  the  use  of  self-supporting  women. 

It  shall  also  have  charge  and  control  of  a  Free  Reference 
Library  and  a  Free  Reading  Room  for  the  use  of  women,  and 
shall  provide  for  the  proper  care,  arrangement,  and  increase  of 
ail  these  departments,  selecting  and  engaging  Librarians  and 
other  necessary  assistants,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

ARTICLE  X. 

EMPLOYMENT  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  receiving 
and  placing  all  women  who  apply  for  employment. 

It  shall  become  acquainted  with  and  take  personal  interest  in 
all  such  applicants,  and  continue  this  interest  as  long  as  prac- 
ticable ;  shall  obtain  their  references,  both  in  regard  to  character 
and  capacity  ;  shall  give  such  counsel  and  advice  as  may  be 
needed,  and  shall  seek  by  every  means  to  find  suitable  employ- 
ment for  all  deserving  women  who  may  present  themselves. 

It  shall  select  and  engage  all  necessary  clerks  and  assistants 
for  its  work,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

NEEDLEWORK  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  orders  for  sewing  and 
fancy-work  received  at  the  Association,  and  also  of  all  articles 
brought  to  the  Association  to  be  sold. 

It  shall  organize  and  superintend  the  Machine,  Hand-sewing, 
Cutting,  and  Fitting  Classes  ;  and  shall  engage  all  clerks,  teach- 
ers, and  assistants  necessary  for  its  work,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

BOARD  DIRECTORY  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  receiving  all  women  who 
apply  for  board  or  furnished  rooms  in  the  city  ;  also  those  who 
apply  for  admission  to  the  Seaside  Summer  Home  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. It  shall  require  satisfactory  references  from  all  appli- 
cants. 

It  shall  endeavor  to  find  comfortable  homes  in  Christian  fami- 
lies for  young  women,  securing  satisfactory  references  as  to  the 
character  of  each  family,  and  as  thorough  a  knowledge  of  each 
home  as  is  possible  through  personal  visitation. 

It  shall  interest  itself  in  all  who  apply  at  the  Directory,  giving 
such  advice  and  guidance  as  may  be  necessary. 

It  shall  engage  all  necessary  clerks  and  assistants  for  its  work, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  building  No.  7  East 
15th  Street,  and  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  engage  the  janitor,  engineers,  and  other  assistants 
necessary  for  the  proper  care  and  service  of  the  building.  It 
shall  disburse  all  moneys  received  from  the  Treasurer  for  wages 
and  supplies,  and  shall  superintend  such  repairs,  alterations, 
and  furnishing  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  authorize. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

MARGARET  LOUISA  HOME  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected 
with  the  Home  and  Restaurant.  It  shall  engage  a  Superin- 
tendent for  the  Home  and  Manager  for  the  Restaurant,  with 
such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  XV. 

THE  WEST  SIDE  SETTLEMENT  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  all  matters 
connected  with  the  work  of  the  West  Side  Settlement  of  this  As- 
sociation established  at  453  West  47th  Street,  engaging  the 
Superintendent  and  such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  chosen  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  three  of  whom  shall  be  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  duly 
approve  all  just  bills,  endorsing  them  for  payment  by  the  Treas- 
urer. This  Committee  shall  audit  the  Treasurers'  books  and 
accounts  semi-annually. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  full  knowledge  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury  from  month  to  month.  It  shall  devise  and  execute 
plans  for  raising  money,  and  shall  endeavor  to  keep  the  re- 
sources of  the  Treasury  equal  to  the  demands  of  the  work. 

It  shall  lay  before  the  Executive  Committee,  in  May  or  De- 
cember of  each  year,  a  financial  statement  comprehending  a 
general  view  of  the  Treasury,  its  income  and  expenditure,  with 
a  proposed  plan  of  work,  and  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  members  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  members  of 
the  Finance  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  three-quarters  vote  of 
the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  provided  notice  of  such  amendment  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  said  Committee  ten  days  previous  to  said  meeting. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  ADVISORY  BOARD. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  I.  The  Advisory  Board  shall  meet  on  the  Thursday 
preceding  the  second  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  meetings  may  be  called>by  the  Chairman  or 
by  two  members  of  the  Board,  of  which  three  days'  notice  shall 
be  given  in  writing. 

Sec.  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  a  majority  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

Sec.  3.  The  order  of  business  at  all  meetings  shall  be  : 

1.  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Prayer. 

3.  Reading  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

4.  Election,  if  any. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sec  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  Chairman  and  a 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Board  and  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  office 
until  the  election  of  their  successors. 

Sec  2.  Their  duties  shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain  to  these 
offices.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  a  Chairman  pro  tern. 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  III. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  an  annual  meeting.
